CRANTON (Pa.) Nov. 14.—The An- 
thracite Coal Strike Commission ap- 
pointed by the President to arbi- 
trate the differences existing between 
the mine workers of the hard-coa! fields 
of Pennsylvania and their employers, 
today began the hearing of testimony 
by which tt will determine whether or 
not the workmen are receiving fair 
and just wages for their labor. and 
whether their condition should not be 
improved. The star witness for the 


the stand in the forenoon, and when the 
committee adjourned at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon he was still under the 
fire of cross-examination by David 
Wilcox, counsel for the Delaware and 
Hudson company. It was a trying‘day 
for the miners’ leader, but he seemed 
to stand the test well. The heaviest 
fire of cross-questions was aimed at 
him late in the afternoon session. and 
when the hour of adjournment was 
reached, Wilcox was still propounding 
questions and testing Mitchell's mem- 
ory. 

The opening of the session was «a 
notable day in the annale of the law 
in the upper anthracite region. The 
commission's sessions are being held 
in the beautiful room of the Penn- 
syivania Superior Court, which is now 
sitting im Philadelphia. Ranged 
around three tables in front of the 
seven commissioners, who eccupied 
the judges’ bench, wére no less than 
thirty lawyers, twenty-four of whom 
were looking after the interests of the 
mine owners. 

Besides President Mitchell of the 
Miners’ Union, the mine workers were 
represented by Clarence 8.

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man asked Mitchell whether his or- 
ganization approved the act of with- 
drawing from or denying the neces- 
saries of life to those who had of- 
fended the organization, and he re- 
plied: 

“I should say, emphatically, no.” 
During the day, Wilcox asked Mitch- 
ell many questions ad to the policies 
of the union, the method of strikes, 
the ability of the union to maintain 
discipline, affid prevent the members 
of the union from violating the law, 
and also as to the liability of the 
union for breaking contracts. It was 
apparent to many of those present 
who understood the situation, that 
Wilcox's object was to prove by Mit- 
chell’s own testimony that the conten- 
tion of the tompanies that the miners’ 


l union was an irresponsible organiza- 


tion, and that trade agreements there- 
fore could not be safely entered into, 
was well founded. 

During the hearing the statement 
was brought out for the first time 
since the late strike was begun that 
the union had disbursed $1,500,000 
among the union and non-union men 
who were on strike. 

One of the questions which came up 
before the commission was the ad- 
visability of hearing counsel on behalf 
of the non-union men who remained 
at work during the strike. Attorney 
John T. Lenehan, one of the attorneys 
for the non-union men, asked the com- 
mission what his status before the ar- 
bitrators was. Judge Gray informed 
him that the question would be taken 
under consideration, and that an an- 
swer would probably be given him to- 
morrow. 

It is not unlikely that Mitchell wil} 
be on the stand all day tomorrow and 
probably longer. It is the intention of 
the miners to next ¢all on Rev. Peter 
Roberts of Mahanoy City, who has an 
intimate knowledge of anthracite 
mining. and is the author of a book on 
the subject. During the hearing, all 
the attorneys took copious notes, and 
it looks as if the investigation would 
be long drawn out, unless some ar- 
rangement for curtailing the cross-ex- 
amination of witnesses is agreed upon.

ASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The an- 

nual report of Maj.-Gen. Adna R. 

Chaffee, just made public, closes 
September 30, the date when he re- 
linquished his command of the Divi- 
sion of the Philippines. The report 
covers the campaign of Gen. J. H. 
Smith, in Samar, refers to some fric- 
tion that occurred between the civil 
and military authorities regarding 
Leyte, and discusses the actions of 
various officers and the work of the 
army in the suppression of recen, in- 
surrections. Gen. Chaffee warmly de- 
fends the officers and assumes full re- 
sponsibility for all that was done under 
official orders. He says that the vari- 
ous Filipino bands were of little mili- 
tary importance, and in time they can 
be handled by the insular constabulary, 

Speaking of the campaign in Samar, 
Gen. Chaffee says that he finds noth- 
ing in the written instructiong which 
was not required by the conditions 
there to be overcome. He says the 
formation of concentration camps was 
necessary to suppress the insurrection 
in the provinces of Batangas, Laguna 
and Tayabas. He asserts that the civil 
authorities in some instances aided the 
insurrectionists, and says: “It was 
found necessary to arrest and con- 
fine three hundred or four hundred of 
the intelligent class in order to remove 
the influence of the masters over the 
masses of the people.” 

Gen, Chaffee requests the removal of 
all censure that has been passed pub- 
licly upon Gen. Bell regarding the or- 
ders, circulars and instructions which 
he issued while putting down the. in- 
surrection. An interesting feature of 
Gen. Chaffee’s report relates to the 
Moros in Mindanao and Jolq, He says 
that it will require time; “tact and 
patience to establish nited States au- 
thority over all the Moro jsettlements. 
In this connection he says:. 

“The sooner the Sultan of Jolo’s title, 
actual or assumed, as sovereign and as 
sole owner of land in the Jolo archi- 
pelago, is quieted, the better for the 
situation. Probably there is little 
doubt that a money consideration 


and his presence. Should this be done, 
laws, just, but simple, and so plainly 
stated as to be understood by the 
Mero population generally, could be 
inferced through the Dattos upon their 
followers without much trouble or fre- 
quest resort to force. It will be im- 
possible for many years to ignore chief- 
tainship—Dattos—and to deal directly 
with the individual asioros, as is done 
with the civilized, Christian people. 

“It will, however, be a long step 
ahead for the inhabitants of Jolo 
archipelago when the Dattos are inde- 
pendent of the Sultan and recognize the 
United States as the only sovereignty 
to which allegiance is due, and as the 
only authority empowered to enact 
laws for the government of the inhab- 
itans and the country; that all the in- 
habitants are equa! before the law; that 
Christian people have a right to live. 
These few simp!e propositions acknow!- 
edged, the government of the Moro peo- 
ple would not be at all difficult. But 
to advance so far will consume much 
time, and may result in national con- 
flict; for the modification of present 
beliefs to accord with the above ideas 
will in sO0me cases require that mili- 
tary force be used.” 

Gen. Chaffee says that force has 
been used only to the degree necessary 
to make it understood piainly that per- 
sons entitled to protection cannot’ be 
murdered, and that the authority of the 
United States cannot be questioned. 
The intentions of the United States 
forces have been misunderstood, and 
the Dattos have believed the troops to 
be cowards and afraid to attack Qheir 
defenses. He says force must be ep- 
plied to humble their pride and assume 
invincibility. Commenting on other sec- 
tions of the island, Gen. Chaffee says 
htat, at the time of wwriting his report, 
the army was on a  =0peace status. 
Troops are being withdrawn from af 
participation in civil affairs, as rapidly 
as civil organization can be erected. 
This has been completed in all except 
Batangas and Samar. where it is ex- 
pected to be accomplished by the end 
of the year. He said: 

“All parts of the archipelago, except 
what is known as the Moro country. 
have been formally organized for civil 
government, and turned over to its 
Officials, thus [feeing the army from 
supervisory or actual control over its 
inhabitants and their affairs.” 

Gen. Chaffee points out the neces- 
sity for more barracks, and says the 
$1,500,900 appropriated for the army in 
the Philippines will not provide more 
than temporary shelter, built largely of 
native materials. He thinks permanent 
sites should be purchased and suitable 
buildings erecetd at healthful points 
in the islands. Concerning the health 
of she command, the general says: 

“The oscillation of the percentage of

While the number of deaths of natives 
and others not of the military service 
reaches nearly 44,000, the lives of many 
thousands of natives have been saved, 
he says, through the influence exer- 
cised by the army in localities where 
precaution is regarded as of little or 


panies of Filipino scouts, 
strength of 5000, composed of Bix dif- 
ferent tribes. Gen. Chaffee says: 
“They are fairly efficient and effective, 
and when carefully officered serve their 
purpose well.” 

In a highly-commendatory statement. 
Gen. Chaffee acknowledges the assist- 
ance which the army has received from 
the navy. In conclusion, he makes a 
statement of the general character of 
the army and the duty of the troops, 
which is in the nature of a reply to 
criticisms that have been made. He 
says: 

“The officers and enlisted men of 
the army who have served in the di- 
vision during the past year have faith- 
fully and efficiently performed their 
duty as it fell to their lot. A very con- 
siderable lot have been dispersed by 
company or detachment to occupy sta- 
tions for purposes of observation, and 
to give moral support to municipal au- 
thorities and municipal police. This 
duty has been performed without fric- 
tion. so far as known to me, with but 
comparatively few exceptions. Some 
alleged wrongs done natives by soldiers 
it has been impossible to redress, be- 
cause of failure to identify the regpon- 
sible party or parties, but when es- 
tablished, disciplinary measure« have 
been enforced. The assumption and 
statement that the presence of soldiers 
in a community is very demoralizing 
with respect té the natives is not true 
as a broad proposition: in my opinion 
the opposite view is most worthy to be 
noted. An individual soldier here and 
there has no doubt wronged a native, 
and with threat of physical] force com- 
pelled obedience to his demands, but 
these incidents are exceptional, not the 
rule, that unless alleged demoral- 
izing influence broadens so as to make 
the presence of the white race, as « 
race, demoralizing to the native races, 
the influence for evil soldiers is 
indeed small amd ef com- 
mefit, compared with their many vir- 
tues, which, by precept and example, 

are object lessens for good.” 
Gen. Chaffee'’s report 
are. the reports of the staff officers and 
general officers who command various 
departments. Gen. J. P. Banger, as 
Inspector-General, makes a strong 
recommendation in favor of the re- 
establishment of the canteen. The ter- 
mination of organized resistance to the 
government, he says, renders necessary 
the establishment of something to oc- 
cupy the attention of the soldiers and 
a place of amusement separate from 
that appointed in most of the places 
where troops are stationed. 

Lieut.-Col,. Adair, chief surgeon, calls 
attention to the fact that venereal dis- 
ease continues to increase slowly. The 
rate has not approached that of the 
British army in India, but he thinks 
the difficulties of contending with such 


He adds: “The regulation of prostitu- 
tion will continue to be taken from the 
hands of the army by the establish- 
ment of civil government,” and says: 
“In America the distaste to recognize 
the existence of prostitution is so great 
that little will probably be effected.” 

He goes on at length into what has 
been done to suppress cholera, and 
says: “Unless checked by more strin- 
gent measures. cholera must soon 
spread widely among the inhabitants 
of the islands, as the streams are lit- 
tle more ‘than sewers, and it is ex- 
tremely difficult to enforce cleanly 
methods in the preparation of food." 

JEN. WHEATON REPORTS. 

Maj.-Gen. Lloyd Wheaton, who was 
Gen. Bell's superior, in a report of the 
operations in Northern Luzon, says: 
“I authorized the policy and fully ap- 
prove of the methods by which the in- 
surrection in the provinces of Batan- 
gas, Laguna and Tayabas was ended. 
The humane code of the laws of war. 
as published during the administration 
of President Lincoln, was followed in 
all operations against semi-civilized 
insurgents habitually violating every 
law of war and treating their own peo- 
ple with every barbarity that can be 
inflicted upon the helpless.’ 

Gen. Davis, now In command of the 
Philippines, made a report on July 3, 
1902. on the subje of slavery. The re. 
port was based upon the action of Col. 
William M. Wallace, commanding at 
Jolo, in which he refused to return es- 
caped slaves. The Sultan made a com- 
plaint to Gen. Chaffee in regard to the 
matter, which was referred back to 
Gen. Davis, in commend of the depart- 
ment. Gen. Davis déclared that escap- 
ing slaves should be protected in their 
freedom, and that aH should know that 
the taking and owning of slaves is for- 
bidden by United States laws. He says 
that it would be impracticable to secure 
the freedom of slaves by remuneration 
to their owners, as tens of thousands 
would continue voluntarily their serv- 
ice.

FOUND A NEW ORANGE. 
HALF JAP, HALF FLORIDA. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES 1 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] For ten years the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been experi- 
menting with orange growing with a 
view to getting an orange that would 
grow in colder climates than California 
and Florida, and the department ex- 
perts say they have been successful at 
last in producing a hardy hybrid or- 
ange which may work as great a revo- 
lution in the orange-growing business 
as did the introduction of the navel 
orange. The new orange is described 
as being half Japanese trifoliate arnj 
half Florida sweet orange. This com- 
bines the hardiness of the Japanese 
evergreen with the sweetness of a 
Fiorida orange. 

Dr. Herbert J. Webber, who made ex- 
periments resulting in the productivn 
of the new orange, is confident that its 
discovery will result in growing sweet 
oranges all over the Southern States, 
and possibly as far north as Washing- 
ton, and will result also in pushing the 
California orange fields many miles 
further north. While the new orange 
is pretty successful for an experiment 
and will undoubtedly grow in a pretty 
cold climate, it has not been perfected 
as to flavor. It is a little too tart for 
eating purposes, but makes excellent 
flavoring for drinks and works well 
into marmaiades. It is juicy; has no 
seeds, and is about two inches in di- 
ameter. Experts say they will have no 
trouble in bringing its flavor up to 
the standard. 


PROPOSAL FROM COLOMBIA. 

TO MODIFY CANAL TREATY. 

IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M 
* WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Cromwel) 
counsel for the Panama Canal Com- 
pany, called at the State Department 
today and had a conference with the 
Secretary regarding the next step to be 
taken in view of Atty.-Gen. Knox's re- 
port on the .sufficiency of the canal 
title to carry out the transfer of the 
property to the United States govern- 
ment. 

The Spooner act requires a treaty 
with Colombia to be made before the 
canal company’s property is actually 
purchased by the United States, but 
this treaty is now well advanced to- 
ward completion, so that it is deemed 
proper to consider other measures re- 
lating to the French title. It is also 
understood that, after a conference 
with such Senatorial leaders as have 
been in Washington recently, Secretary 
Has has pretty well satisfied himself 
that if such a thing were desirable, 
Congress would readily ' amend the 
Spooner act so as to wipe out the condi. 
tion that a treaty must precede the 
purchase. In such case the canal prop- 
erly having been bought, the United 
States government would go ahead 
with the work of construction, leaving 
the treaty negotiations to follow. But, 
as already indicated, the negotiations 
between the Secretary and Sefior Con- 
cha have progrested so satisfactorily 
as to warrant the belief that no such 
recourse to further legislation will be 
necessary. 

The present status of the treaty 
negotiations is that there is now in the 
hands of Secretary Hay, who is wait- 
ing to submitit tothe President, a pro- 


posal from Colombia suggesting modifi- 
cations of the treaty which the United 
States originally proposed. This is be- 
ing considered point by point, and while 
it is not doubted that it will not be ac- 


cepted as. a whole, yet there is said to 
be fair ground for compromise betewen 
the two propositions. 


FINANCIAL STRINGENCY. 


FRETS TREASURY OFFICIALS. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMESB.! 

WASHINGTON, Nov. H.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.} The anxiety of Treasury 
Department officials regarding the 
financial outlook in New York was 
materially increased today by anoth- 
er request from San Francisco for a 
deposit of $3,000,000 in the New York 
sub-treasury and its withdrawal from 
the San Francisco sub-treasury. This 
makes a total of $6,000,000 asked for by 
San Francisco within three days. 

It is realized that the requests from 
San Francisco are forerunners of sim- 
ilar demands from all sections of the 
country for funds with which to meet 
obligations maturing on January 1. 
Money is needed to move California 
fruit and cereal crops. A great mass 
of miscellaneous obligations falling 
due with New Year's means unusual 
demands for funds. Srfaller country 
banks having money lent in eastern 
financial centers are beginning to ask 
for the return of their money. 

Secretary Shaw and other officials of 
the Treasury Department hope there 
will be no further decline in the stock 
market. The continuance of the slump 
experienced in the past four days 
would precipitate acuté liquidation, 
with serious consequences, In such 
an emergency the banks and other 
financial institutions must take care 
of themselves. The Treasury Depart- 
ment can render no additional assist- 
ance.

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The continued heavy receipts 
of cattle during the past two months 
has demoralized the market. and packe 
ers are taking advantage of the situa- 
tion, and making prices to suit them- 
selves. The cattle have to be put on 
the market when they reach here, and 
the decline in the past four days has 
been from 25 to 40 cents er hundred 
pounds. 

From the high point of the season tn 
July, when sales were made at $9, the 
best cattle are now selling at $7. a 
decline of 22 per cent. Hogs that sold 
for $8 for the best h®avy packing, two 
months ago, are now $6, a loss of % 
per cent. This has come out of the 
pockets of the farmer, and cattle and 
hog raisers, but at the same time the 
prices of dressed meats to consumers 
have not been lowered, and the con- 
sumer, as usual, has to stand =the 
brunt of it. They were forced to pay 
higher prices when cattle advanced 
from $6 to $9 early in the season. but 
now that such prices have declined 
almost 25 per cent. from the high 
point in July, they get no benefit. 


VOTES TO EXPEL HINSEY. 


Action of Grand Tribunal of Illinois

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—After a hearing 
that lasted nearly all week, the Grand 
Tribunal of Illinois, Knights of Pythias, 
has voted unanimously to expel J. A. 
Hinsey, who was retired from the head

Hinsey has appealed to the Supreme 
Tribunal, whéch will meet at Indian- 
apolis in February. At the recent meet- 
ing of the Supreme Lodge in San Fran- 
cisco he was suspended from its mem- 
berghip pending the action of the Ili- 
nois Grand Tribunal. 

Dr. A. I1.,Duffeleur, who was Medica! 
Director of the Endowment Rank dur- 
ing the Hinsey administration, has 
been suspended for a year by the II}. 
nois Grand Tribunal. Secretary H. D. 
Stolt, who was also to have been tried, 
died last month. 

In the sixteen months since the Hin- 
sey administration was retired the Fn- 
dowment Rank, according to its an- 
nouncement today, has paid up $500,000 
of overdue death claims and has now 
nearly $6,000,000 cash on hand.

MADE MISTAKE OF TRYING TO 
BLEED MULTI-MILLIONAIRES.

Wrote Letters ming Role of 
“Russian Nihil ‘an@ Containing 


Dire Threats Against the Recipients 
if They Failed to Disgorge Large 
Sums.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] As a result of the arrest of 
William Becker. ship's carpenter on 
board the steamship Americus, accused 
of being one of “Russian Nihilists” 
who for weeks have annoyed prominent 
millionaires and bankers in this and 
other cities by writing threatening let- 
ters, the police have extorted a con- 
fession that has put them on the trai! 
of the boldest gang of blackmailers 
that ever operated in this country. 
Becker, who is not a Nihilist, made a 
confession. today, in which he impli- 
cated five men, and gate their names. 
At first the police thought that the 
supposed Nihilistic letters to J..P. Mor- 
ran, John W. Gates and other million- 
aires, were written by cranks, but 
from the startling revelations they 
have learned that the writers are some 
of the most famous criminals in the 
United States, and that they have been 
operating successfully, and collecting 
fortunes in blackmail for months. 
Emboldened by their success, they 
thought they could frighten such men 
as Morgan, the Vanderbilts and John 
W. Gates with their blood-curling epfs- 
tles into disgorging to them great sums, 
Death or life-long insanity through 
the agency of subtle poison was the 
penalty named in their blackmailing 
letters for failure to send $1000 te “Cc.

“Failure to recognize the organigat'on 
Was the cause of the many local 
strikes against which operators and 
mine workers jointly complained. There 
have been many local strikes during 
the past year, the fault of which rests 
upon operators and miners alike. The 
miners, failing to secure redress for 
their wrongs, (the companies having 
refused to treat with their repre-

“Recognition of the union does not 
mean dictation or interference by men 
not employed by the companies: it 
simply means that officers selected by 
the mine workers shall exercise super- 
vision over the organization, or shall 
counsel with the mine workers as to 
how their trade affairs shall be con- 
ducted. The miners have as much 
right to select spokesmen to act for 
them, to present their grievances, to 
manage their affairs, as have the stock- 
holders, or any one of the anthracite 
coal companies to elect their officers to 
perform like functions.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 
PRELIMINARY RUSINESSY 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.}

The plate. developed 
the Star building tumbling over on the 
Raleigh, the Raleigh pitching violently 
into Twelfth street, and the pedes- 
trians on Pennsylvania avenue running 
for dear life. What was the trouble?” 

“You didn’t hold the camera straight, 
that's all.” 

“Is that all? Thanks. .I next took 
a photograph of a horse at Four- 
teenth street and Ohio avenue. The 
head and neck of the horse stretched 
from that corner to the New Willard, 
1000 feet away—that is, in the phbdto- 
graph, of course, as it would have hurt 
the horse's neck to have \Iiterally 
stretched it. that distance. My fault 
again?” 

“Certainly. It was just out of focus. 
The next time you take a measured 
distance photograph focus the object 
exactly right, and do not juggle with a 
focus on another object and distance, 
as you did that time.” 

“Thanks. My next roll of films de- 
veloped irregular black blotches like 
splatters of ink, and then, printed 
white like jagged leopard spots.” 

“Oh, you fogged the film that time,” 

“That sounds fine, say it again—fogr- 
ged the film? What in the name of 
photographic art is ‘fogging the film” ”

“You didn't set the indicator to a 
fraction of a hair on the proper line on 
the graduating scale. It must be set 
true to give a perfect focus in the 
center as well as in the four corners 
of the photograph.” 

“In fact, my friend,” concluded the 
young man with the engaging smile, as 
he wrapped him-elf in thought and ‘is 
auto coat, “half of the fun tn photo- 
graphing is the learning how. You are 
learning now and having the fun. You 
have nine hundred and ninety-nine 
things yet to learn before you will take 
photograph: which will please you per.

AKE NO CHANCES. 


It is encouraging to note that much 
attention is being directed throughout 
the country to the important question 
of the restriction of immigration. The 
annual report of the Commissioner of 
Immigration, of which a digest was re- 
cently published in the dispatches, 
shows that during the year ended June 
30, 1902, the number of immigrants ar- 
riving in this country was 730.798, an 
increase of 167,930 over the previous 
year, and this number did not include 
arrivals from Mexico and Canada. That 
is to say, we received nearly once and 
a half as many persons as constitute 
the population of the city of Boston. 
The arrivais aggregated the heaviest 
figure in our entire history, with the 
exception of the year 1882—as a mat- 
ter of fact, they were substantially up 
to the level of that record-breaking pe- 
riod. It is not, however, so much éhe 
size of the immigration that excites 
alarm as it is the character. Appfox!- 
mately, 75 per cent. of the arrivals last 
year wére from Italy, Austria-Hun- 
gary and Russia. Commenting upon 
this, the United States Investor says: 


certainly would be the height of unwis- 
dom to take many chances in this di- 
rection. The United States is a won- 
derfully great and wealthy country, 
with vast undeveloped resources. It 
can absorb and assimilate ai vast 
amount of foreign materia! of a mixed 
and sometimes dubious character, but 
there is a limit even to Uncle Sam's 
powers to digest along this line, and 
it certainly begins to look as if we were 
approaching very close to this limit at 
the present time. There is undoubtedly 
@ strong sentiment abroad in the land 
that the time has come when the 
United States should shut down the 
bars against the promiscuous !mmigra- 
tion of people who are not fit to make 
good citizens of the greatest country 
on earth. 


OUTHERN REPRESENTATION.

EEP STREETS CLEAN. 


In a growing city like Los Ange- 


annoyances of this kind to a minimum.

Inasmuch as no work is being done on 
the building, and none is likely to be 
done for months to come, it would seem 
that the sidewalk should be opened to 
the uee of the public, at least until 
there is some necessity for closing it. 

This is only one case in point, There 
are others. Throughout the elty there 
is too much laxness in the matter of 
keeping the public thoroughfares clear 
so far as possible, for public use. Ex- 
isting ordinances are probably suffi- 
client to correct this abuse, if they were 
strictly enforced. If they are not suf- 
ficient, let new municipal laws be en- 
acted which will accomplish the de- 
sired result. 

The rapid growth of the city’s popu- 
lation necessitates a stricter enforce- 
ment of the ordinances regulating the 
use of streets and prohibiting the abuse 
of street privileges. Our streets are 
thronged with people daily, ard the 
rights of these people to the free and 
unincumbered use of the streets must 
not be ignored. Where extensive 
building operations are in progress, 
some obstruction of streets and side- 
walks is, of course, unavoidable. But

BIG AMBITION 
OF RUSSELL. 


An Electric Line to 
San Francisco. 


Plan to Extend from 
Ventura Up. 


Road Will Be Operated With- 
out a Trolley by Under- 
ground Currents. 


Trolleyless wil! be the proposed elec- 
tric read of the Rakersfield and Ven- 
tura Railway Company—uniess the 
present plans of the management fail. 

Such was the announcement made 
yesterday by Maj. H. M. Russell of 
this city, who for the past year has | 
been working out the preliminary de- 
tails of a road from the ocean to the 
Sunset, Midway and Bakersfield oll 
fields. So far has the work progressed 
that it has become necessary to  de- 
termine what shall be the system em- 
ployed in installing the proposed elec- 
tric railroad. 

“We have given this matter the care- 
fullest consideration,” sald Maj. Rus- 
seil yesterday. “and have conciuded to 
instal the block system. This sys- 
tem does away with the overhead troi- 
ley, together with the expensive poles 
and wire and maintenance, and affords 
what is believed to be the safest elec- 
tric system in the world, by means of 
underground currents. When | say 
we have ‘concluded’ to insta!! this sys- 
tem. | mean that the management 
eageriy wishes to do so, provided we 
can make satisfactory arrangements 
with the Chicago firm, that owns the 
patents, and does ihe work, I expect 
@ written proposition from those peo- 
ple next Monday. As we understand 
them, they will install the system and 
gu ntee satisfaction before any 
money need be paid. 

“If the block system is put in over 
our line, it will be the only one in the 
West, and the company 's extremely 
eager to demonstrate here the pract!- 
cal utility of the new system, which is 
working successfully between several 
eastern points.” 

Maj. Russell stated that he hoped to 
begin active work at tracklaying by the 
first of the year.

[Denver Post:] Once upon a time a 
Frenchman living in Salt Lake City 
murdered a fellow-countryman and 
freighted the body to Chicago in an 
air-tight zinc box. Neither the crime 
nor the disposition of the corpse Was 
regarded as very remarkable, but the 
fact that concealment of it continued 
for a year made tw@ continents wonder. 


_ It came about in this way: 


The zinc chest was inclosed in a dry 
goods box and carefuly nailed in. Then 
the murderer billed the bulky package 
to a fictitidus addrets on South Jef- 
ferson st . Chicago. Of course, 
the box was fever Claimed, ani it lay, 
as a consequence ih the seclusion of 
a railroad storage-house for @ year. 
The law requires this as a protection to 
shippers. 

When, at the end of a year, the accu- 
mulated boxes that no one claimed were 
sold at auction, a subrban resident 

aid $2.75 for the decayed body of a 

enchman, whose name is believed to 
have been Jean Prosper Chazel. The 
latters® slayer was never caughi, for 
the Coroner's jury decided that the 
deceased was another man, who turned 
up alive two years later. ° 

Th s remarkable mystery may not of- 
ten he paralleled by the mysteries that 
attach to the great number of trunks, 
express peckages ani boxes of freight 
that go unclaimed every year in the 
hands of the railroad officiais, but 
many an ent has expressed surprise 
at the negiigence or queer judgment 
that has made the pfriodic auction sales 
of olf baggage a necessity. Every 
railroad has its storage-house for un- 
claimed goods, and in the depote of all 
large cities may be found deserted cor- 
ners in which the spiders festoon their 
tapestries between these inanimate 
castaways of uncompleted voyages. 

No auction sale has ever been held 
to dispose of union depot goods, but 
the railroads sell out evéry few years. 
The Rio Grande Rallroad turns its ac- 
cumulations over to the Rio Grande 
Express “ompany for storage, and the 
laiter sell them with its own unclaimed 
packages. Its next sale will probably 
oceyr next year. 

“A case like this occurred at the de- 


pot once,” said Foreman Julian. “A 
woman left Denver for Colorado 
Springs. supposing that her trunk 


would be cared for by a boarding- 
house keeper. But the latter sent it to 
the depot and failed to inform the 
owner, who later became very sick and 
did not learn where her baggage was 
for eighteen months. We had to let 
her have it for a nominal cost.” 

Lee, baggageman of the 
Rio Grande, haa been with the de- 
partment for a great many years and 
he has a considerable fund of baggage 
lore in his head. He says a large part 
of the unclaimed trunks that pass un- 
der his notice is the property of min- 
ers who jump around without knowing 
where they will stop. The average 
value of a piece of lost baggage is not 
very large. else the owner would not 
be #0 careless about it. Occasionally 
a traveler dies and his relatives do not 
know wheré to find his baeccage

file claims for damages against us. |

LONG FASTS OF SNAKES. 


Some Remarkable Facts Gathered by 
the Révue Scientifique, Paris, Regard- 
ing These Reptiles. 


[Public Opinion:] M. J. Pellegrin has 
written to the Zodlogical Society of a 
curious case of fasting of a serpent. 
and in this connection it may be stated 
that frequently among the ophidia 
there are observed cases of fasting, t 
duration of which is extraordinary. 
Among serpents in captivity individ- 
uals are noticed which, although side 
by side with those who willingly ac- 
cept the food given them, obstinately 
refuse all and every fort af nourish- 
ment. This state of affaife cannot 
be indefinitely prolonged, but death fre- 
quéentiy does not occur until after a 
lapee of time which in many cases is 
very great. as will be seen from the 
following interesting particulars: 

At the enakehouse of the Museum of 
Natural Flistory in Paris facts of this 
nature are noticed frequently, and Au- 
gust Dumer'il cites the case of a snake 
of North America which remained fit- 
teen months without taking nourish- 
ment. and a rattlesnake which only 
ate at the end of twenty-six months. 
M. Vaillant cites the case of a pelo- 
phile wh.on ts still living after twen- 
ty-three months of fasting. and a py- 
thon who only took food at the end of 
twenty-nine months. This observer fur- 
ther reports the case of two pelophiles 
which died of inanition, one after three 
years, the other after the extraordinary 
period of forty-nine months that is 
more than four years. 

The case which we wish to especially 
notice here is remarkable not for the 
duration of the fast—which was suf- 
ficiently long—neerly two and one-half 
years—but above all for the loss of 
weight of the animal. that is. nearly 
two-thirds of the original volume. Ac- 
cording to the investigations of Chos- 
sat at Geneva, experiments which were 
made on warm-blooded animals for the 
most part. it seems that death occurs 
independently of every other cause 
when the subject has lost # to 50 t 
cent. of the original weight. M. Pel- 
legrin reached the same conclusion 
with reference to ring snakes, which, 
after being submitted to absolute fast- 
ing—that is, ved not only of food, 
but of water—d on the average after 
losing 38 per cent. of the origina) weight. 
In the cases of those submitted to 
relative fasting—that is, not deprived 
of water—death occurred after a loss 
of 43 per cent. of the original weight. 
but the duration of life was with 
them three times greater.

It is not the same in 
cases: The l7th of Nowember, 1899, 
there was placed in the snakehouse of 
the museum a superb reticulated py- 
then of Japan, which measured nine- 
teen and one-half feet ip length, his 
coloration being living and brilliant, 
his diameter enormous, and his activity 
denoting the most flourishing state of 
health. Furthermore, he manifested ao 
dangerously aggressive disposition. He 
was offered the most diverse foods, but 
all were obstinately refused. Sheep, 
rabbits, geese, ducks and chickens 
were in turn offered, and while at times 
he stified these in his coils he left 
them without touching them. He con- 
tented himself with frequent bathing 
in his basin, and this fact is important, 
as death comes much quicker with the 
ophidians submitted to an absolute 


ast. 

The python continued to refuse food 
and began to decrease in volume, the 
brilliant and glistening color present at 
firat giving place to a dull. gray color, 
and at the commencement of 1902 he 
was surprisingly thin, being nothing 
more than skin and bone. Completely 

pathetic and inoffensive. he allowed 
himself to be handled with impunity, 
remaining perfectly inert, roiled up in 
the corner of his cage. At differeht 
times it was sought to feed him by 
means of eggs placed in his mouth, 
but this nourishment produced no re- 
sult, and his body rapidly became cov- 
éred with sores, fragments of gan- 
grenous skin were detached from the 
creature, and the odor was very disa- 
greeable. It was observed that partial 
and successive death of the organs pre- 
ceded in a way the total death, which 
occurred the 20th of April, 1902; that is, 
after two years, five months and three 
days of fasting. 

The animal weighed at the time of 
death twenty-five kilos, the initial 
weight having been seventy-five kilos. 
Thus the reduction was fifty kilos, or 
two-thirds of the original weight, a re- 
markable figure, which seems to prove 
that sometimes with the larger adult 
ophidians, submitti voluntarily to a 
relative fast, death ® not occur un- 
til after a loss of weight much greater 
than Chossat thought.

Monroe Markham, Formerly of This 
City, Arrested in San Francisco—Wife 
Says He Beat Her. 


Monroe Markham, upto a few 
months ago a resident of Los Angeles, 
was arraigned in the Police Court at 
San Francisco Thursday on a battery 
charge preferred by his wife. Mrs. 
Markham glleges that her husband 
has been in the habit of beating her, 
and has threatened her life on several 
occasions. When the case came up 
for trial yesterday she -showed her de- 
termination of pressing the charges, 
as her case was represented by coun- 
sel, in addition to the prosecuting at-

if. 

Mrs. Markham was well known in 
Los Angeles. She married Markham 
four years ago, and owned at that time 
the Colonade and the Aldine-hoteis of 
South Hill street. Besides this she 
had a flourishing millinery business. 

According to her story, Markham 
Was & sponge and a coward. In an tn- 
terview given to a San Francisco pa- 
per she had substantially the following 
to say: She married Monroe Mark- 
ham four years ago in Los Angeles, 
when he was virtually a pauper, and 
she was possessed of a comfortabie 
fortune. Shortly after the marriage 
she gave up the Coleonade and the 
Aldine to make a home for her hus- 
band. It took him but a short time to 
draw all of her ready money, and then 
she was ieft without any means to pay 
the household expenses. Three months 
before their baby was born, Markham 
struck her across the face with his 
fist because she would not supply him 
With the money that she had set aside 
for taxes. 

“Mr. Markham,” she said, “had been 
a commercial traveler, but after our 
marriage he did nothing. I furnished 
the home, bought his clothes, paid his 
initiation fee in the Masonic lodge, 
paid for the uniform he bought, and 
every expense of our household. He 
Was ‘ontinually asking me for money, 
and I gave him $5, $lu, or whatever | 
had to spare, and whenever he ex- 
pressed a desire to have anything 1 
— him to buy it and send me the 

They went to San Francisco tast 
August, where, she claims, she set up 
their household, and-continued to pay 
all bills. Then, according to her alle- 
gation, he struck her frequently, 
threatened her life, 
twelve-year-old boy. asked 
was a littie kindness, but nothing ever 
pleased him. Then he wanted to buy 
some stock in the Pacifiz Wireworks 
Company, so that he might get the 
job of manager, and Mrs. Markham 
gave him the money. He bought the 
stock, and had it written in his name.

guish in prison, for Mrs. Markham is 
determined that he shall be punished.

CITY FATHERS GAVE SOUTHERN 


PACIFIC THE EARTH. 

Now That the Railway Company 
Wishes to Build a Fence of Cars 


About it Citizens Strenuously Object— 
How Mr. Moore Weathered the Storm. 


Some remarkable ordinances were 
‘ by early City Councils. Few 

ve come to light, however, more |ib- 
eral in their provisions than one that 
figured in a hearing before the Board 
It was 
passed in the days when the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company “owned the 
whole works.” A few streets, more or 
less, are bequeathed to the company 
quite as a matter of course. 

And the sins of the fathers have 
“been visited upon the children even 
‘wnto the third and fourth generation. 

In 1873 the Southern Pacific Company 
wanted a right of way into the city. 
(An ordinance was passed on July 2% 
of that year giving all of San Fer- 
‘nando street and Mission road and that 
portion of Alameda street “lying be- 
tween the depot of the Los: Angeles 
and San Pedro road” (whatever that 
may mean) te the Kentucky corpora- 
tion. 

The Counci! decreed that these streets 
“be and the same are hereby set apart 
from the public highways © the city 
of Los Angeles to the unreserved ana 
unrestricted use of the Southern Pa- 
cific Rallway Company.”

RGENTINE REPUBLIC 
A WILL EXHIBIT. 


ITS ATTACHE HERE ON RETURN 
FROM ST. LOUIS. 
—— 

J. Schwartz, Globe Trotter, Linguist 
and Representative of Southernmost 
Republic, Says Los Angeles is Just 

Like Buenos Ayres. 


J. Schwartz of Argentina, who was 
attacé of the Argentine Republic in 
charge of its exhibits at the Pan- 
American Exposition, Buffalo, arrived 
at the Westminster last night. 

He has been in St. Louis in the in- 
terests of his government, looking into 
the plans of the coming World's Fair 
there, and stated last night that he 
has received word from Buenos Ayres 
that Argentina has practically decided 
to make an exhibit of its products at 
the exposition. He expects to have 
charge, and is now on his way to the 
southern republic to make the arrange- 
ments. 

Mr. Schwartz is an Austrian by birth, 
but has spent most of his life in the 
service of the Argentine government, 
and has a firm belief in a great future 
for the most southern republic in the 
world, which, he says, is now rapidly 
progressing along the most modern 
lines of growth. i 

“Few Americans,” he said, “have any 
conception of Argentina and its pres- 
ent prosperous condition. In the great 
city of Buenos Ayres, the capital, 
which is the large@t city in South 
America, civic improvements are of the 
most modern order, and about 40,000 of 
the population are English-speaking 
people. The foreigners are rapidly de- 
veloping the great resources of the 
country. In the thirty-two norma! 
schools in and about the capital, the 
majority of the teachers are Ameri- 
cans.” 

After a stroll through the streets 
of Los Angeles last night, he was 
particularly impressed with the like- 
ness of the city to his home capital, 
where the climate is almost identical, 
he said, and the architecture strikingly 
similar. 

“The immigration to Argentina,” he 
said, “at present averages about 106,- 
000 people a year. There crops of all 
kinds are always certain and very 
large. In the republic there are 34,000,- 
000 head of cattle and 110,000,000 of 
sheep. 

“In Argentina fuel is quite a problem, 
most of it being coal from Australia, 
and if California could manage to get 
its crude oil there by some manner of 
cheap transportation, it would have an 
immense market.” 

In speaking ef the progressive spirit 
of the Argentine government, he made 
the interesting statement that it is at 
present supporting in different schools 
in the United States and Canada, sixty 
students, sent here to learn chiefly 
scientific agriculture. These picked 
students have their transportation paid, 
ard are provided $75 a month for living 
expenses, during a four-year course. 

Mr. Schwartz has had a varied ex- 
perience as a globe tretter, much of it 
spent in exploiting in’ different quar- 
ters the possibilities of his chosen 
country, and he converses in eleven dif- 
ferent languages. He claims to have 
crossed the high Andes on four separate 
expeditions.

THE FARM. 
Emmer Profitable. 


This grain is not generally grown tn 
Kansas but it seems wel! adapted to 
the soll and climate. In Jackson 
county this year, Case Broderick raired 
a crop which was exceedingly prefita- 
ble. About the middle of March he 
sowed fifty bushels of seed on thirty- 
three acres of fall plowed ground. The 
seed was put in with a press drill, 
which was followed by a heavy roller. 
The idea was to use a bushel and a 
half of seed to the acre. The ground 
was dry during the latter part of 
March, and all through April the 
weather was very cool. The emmer 
came up in about ten days and grew 
steadily. May 1 it commenced spread- 
ing or stooling. 

The light frosts of April seemed to 
make no impression on the plant, and 
as the seed had been ¢rilled east and 
west, the severe winds of that month 
did no harm. After the piant corm- 
menced stooling and spreading, the 
weeds were effectually emothered and 
the crop had nothing to contend with. 
The insects did not trouble it nor was 
it blown down during the wind and 
rain storms.

ILLING ALL SCHOOLS 
AT LONG BEACH.

TOWN’S RAPID GROWTH MAKES 
MORE BUILDINGS NEEDED. 
————_ 
One Six-room Structure Now Under 
Way Will Probabiy Be Filled as Soon 


as Completed—Honors to Late Miss 
Owen. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 14.—If the 
number of school children of Long 
Beach keeps on increasing, as it prom- 
ises to do, a schoolhouse famine is in 
prospect. 

The total enrollment of pupils of 
the primary and grammar grades of 
the public schools of the Long Beach 
district, for the first month of last 
year’s term, was 600. The enrollment 
of those grades for the first month of 
this year was 887. The second month's 
enroliment this year ran up to 915. 
Last year’s second month was consid- 
erably less than the enrollment for the 
first month, but the third month's fig- 
ures leaped well ahead. The increase 
for the third month of this year seems 
likely to be much larger than that of 
a year ago. The attendance has kept 
close to the enrollment, showing that 
not many of the children are kept 
away on account of sickness or other 
reasons, 

The building, which is under con- 
struetion at Sixth and Daisy streets, 


will not be completed for about two 
months. When completed it will 
serve to relieve the congestion in the 


western part of the town, but it will 
not afford all the rellef desired. It 
will have six rooms. If it be found 
necessary to employ two more teachers 
for the primary and grammar grades 
that building will then be full. 

Some of the teachers now have fifty 
pupils under their care. On a basis of 
forty pupils to a teacher there are 
enough pupils enrolled to fill the 
building as soon as it is completed. 
Several rooms are being hired as tem- 
porary quarters, while the new bulld- 
ing is being completed, 

In the Alamitos territory there has 
been a large number of lots sold 
lately, and on a good many of them 
houses are going up. AS s00n as com- 
pleted, most of the houses will be oo- 
cupled, and it is expected that the oc- 
cupants will come mostly from places 
outside the Long Beach school district. 
If that expectation is realized, there 
will be urgent demand for more ac- 
commodations at the Alamitos school, 
where every seat is now occupied. 

At the Signal Hill and Burnett 
schools more desks have been called 
for, showing that there has been an 
increase in pupils at those places also. 

In the High School the accommoda- 
tions last year were not all occupled. 
There has been a considerable increase 
in the pupils of that institution, and 
every available space in the assembly 
room has been filled with a desk. That 
is not sufficient, and additional desks 
have been placed in other rooms,
